When I asked for the copies I was to 
Iiave boon sent this same woman, who seems to be a fine person, Mrs. Raphaels Seroy, 
was intermittently put to work on it. As she sent me batches of it I kept them as I got 
them until ^ got what is the l ist of what you have.W^ith it I got a letter from her saying 
she liad t > leave He;/ York to care for her ill father.

It was many month;* after 
the book was out before I had what you now have and I then could not take the time to 
do anythin : with it, I've remained busy with ojjther work, as in^time you'll see, I have, 
besides what for practical purposes Gallen and C& G are suppressing, the long book 
N . imi AgJdlW competed; I nside tho JKK Assassination Industr y, which $arol ^eck is 
retyping when she can (and I've hoard nothing from her in three weeks ); and Waketh 
tho V/atch iian, which Diane fox is almost finished retyping. And I'm working on more,
